FOR the purpose of extending to a certain date a conditional prohibition against the
Comptroller of the State issuing a certificate of registration to aretail service
station dealer who markets motor fud through aretail service station that has
been atered, enlarged, or Sructurally modified; altering the effective date of a
certain provision of law that would require a producer, refiner, or wholesaler of
motor fuel to extend voluntary allowances uniformly to all retail service station
dealers supplied by the producer, refiner, or wholesaler; and generally relating
to the sale of gasoline products.

17 Each producer, refiner, or wholesaler of motor fuel who supplies motor fuel to
18 retail service station dealers:
